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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

The BPAI has made a decision responding the Appeal Brief filed on March 1, 2004. This Office 
Action is in response to the decision made on September 15, 2005. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 
Claim 1 1 is rejected and claims 12-26 are objected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Awatsu et al. (US 
5,900,607). 

Re claim 1 1, Awatsu et al. disclose a network of interconnected electronic locking and 
money control devices (Fig. 4 discloses a block diagram of a cash processing system) 
comprising: 

A central processing system (host computer 4b) integrated with one of the electronic 
locking and money control devices (ATM or CD connected with a cash safe 2) and arranged to 
control operation of the integrated device, wherein the central processing system is connected to 
all other network devices (Fig. 4), and further arranged to communicate with all other network 
devices (see the arrows connected between the host computer 4b and ATMs and CDs) and 
provide network control of all the other devices (col. 9, line 7- col 14, hne 49).
